HI3 ROYAL RECGFTION. * 

* Le Courrier de Saigon of Sunday, Sth 

April, gives an account of Li Hung Chang's 
recoption at Saigon on tha provious day.

CRIMINAL POISONING IN . 
HONGKONG. 


DISCUSSION ON NE CROWS PAPER. 

At the conclusion of Mr Crows Jesture to 
the ‘Odd Volumes’ last siglft, thy Chair- 
man (lon. H, E, Pollocis) said that before 
moving a vote of thanks he-wished: to ask 
Mr Crow some questions... Ho s1id—I be- 
lieve Mr Crow stated that aconile waa a 
well-known poison. I should like to ask 
him one or two questions in regard to that 
statement. As Mr Crow mentiuned, econite 


was the drug used inthe Wimbledon case, 
in whick Dr Lamson murdered jis nephew, 
Percy, for the eake of getting a euro of.money 
which would come to him it Pero died be- 
iora the age of twenty-one. In that “case 
three or four dootors were called as wit- 
neses, and I think it was shown.in the 
evidence that at thut tive (L691) very lithe 
indeed was known about the. tests for 
agonite, and,-of course Mr Montague Wil- 
liame, who defended the prisoner, made a 
great point of that in his very able defence 
and told the jury they must not convict the 
prisoner un the thea aneatisfactory state of 
medical evidence on poisuning. Ho atated 
thera hnd been only one previous case 
brought into Court of peisoning by dconite, 


and therefore, eo far as | can eve, aconile can ; 


rot be a ‘very common puisun, . There 
wus a rather peoulior test applied in that 
case to find ont whether-the substance used 
was aconite or not, and’ should like to 
koow whether a similar Lest wae -opplicd in 
any other oases. The dootors who conducted: 
the post-moriem examinution of the budy 
took sume vt the extract from the uufor- 
tunate boy's stomach, and injected sume of 
the extract under the skins of o certain 
number of mice. The rveult was that, ia 
their opinion, the mioo showed symptoms 
that they had died from the action of some 
vegetable alkaloid, which they said was 
acopiting. Un the other hand, Mr Montague 
Williams got ‘out of ono of ‘the 
doclora in croas-examination that one of the 
mice had died trom mere pricking fur the 
purpose ‘of, injecting on ‘ibe spot, and Mr 
Williams uot only made o great deal of the 
point thut mice were such saul unimals that 
they were liuble to die trom fright, but he 
endeavoured to persuade the jury into the 
helief that mice were vot satisfuctory animala 
fo experiment upow, However, it wae proved 
that the boy, after taking a capuule given 
bim by Dr Lamson, felt iil, and he stated 
fie had experionced the same symptoms on a 
previous veeasion after De Lamson gave 
him a pill, aud-thut apparently weighed very

Some thirty or 
thirty-five years ago, Monkshood * wns 
dug up by mistake and used for horse 
radigh with © serious. results, [ can 
only quote one case vf any impur- 
tance in Great Britaia during the presont 
ecatury in which aconitine was used by 
a murderer, The Chairman was quite right 
when be said the chemical characteristica 
wore described us not well marked in the 
Wimbledon case, The Home Uflice experts, 
Sr Stevenoon and Dr Dupré. who jointly 
ennducted tho annlyses, independently af 
each other for the sake of safety, could not 
apply any chomical test sufticiently delicate 
and yet pronounced to enable them to go into.
